Thirdly, Uſurpation 1n Magiltracy deprives a p2ople of the 
liberty and opportunity of ci:chargiag their real, and their con» 
feſled duty to their lawful Prince and Soveraien, Surely 
Chriſtians, this 13 no ſmall afiAion. Princes and legal Pow- 
ers when under bondage, biniſhmenr or other ſeparation from 
their people, may look with a troubled eye upon them ; bur __

'we-now ſce. While(t a People therefore have ſo muci) of grace, 


'oodlineſs and fidelity lefc as nor to proliitute chemſelves to che 


luſt of uſurpation, and nor to take a preſent ſuſpenhon of their 


political hn:bands power and preſence for a diſloJution of thei: 


matrimonial bond, and liverty co admic Invaders into that Vir-

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{ know it is poſſible for the Miniſters of Chrift to lie under deep 
affliction, even under lawful Powers ; and although we are a- 
ive and laborious to promoce the reſettlement of his ſacred 
Majelty, a thing of ſo indiſputable an obligation upon us all, 
yet we are not without the pre-conception and forel:ght of the 
eviluſe which evil men may make of this deliverance, to vaſlal- 
I1ze and perſecute the dearelt of he Truths, Ordinances and 
Interetis, and Miniſters of Jeſus Chriſt, Yet in uſurped Poy- 
ers there lies a kind of fatal neceſſity of perſecution againſt ſich, 
For beſides that obligation which lies upon uſurped Powers to 
ſerve the ſatisfaCtions cf ſuch a Clergy as have been the Stirr

Princes are not raiſed 
upto ſerve themſelves, or live in the Pomp and Pleaſure of this 
life much leſs ro ſervethe lults of their people, and parronize 
the Acheiſm and Irreligion or falſe Religions of their Subjege, 
It is a moſt curſed refleion upon the honour of our Soveraign, 
that the praRiice of ſo many men takes now the liberty tobreak 
out in ſuch a violent Rream and rotrent of prophaneſs, that 
men begin tobe daring and bold in their Oacths, and Drunken- 
neſs, their May-Pole horrid and Heatheniſh Idolatries, theic 
prophanation of Sabbaths and contempt of Ordinances ; thar 
Popery and the grandelt FaQtors for thar interelt do lift up their 
heads wich ſo mach imperiouſneſs, as if the reſtoring of our 
Government roirs proper Chanel would be the juſtification or 
allowance of theſe of any of theſe impieties. Alas, Chrifli- 
ans, Curſe not the King, no not in your choughrs ; do not ap- 
prehend things ſo injurious and refleing upon his ſacred 

| Crown and Digniry. The end of his Royal Power is the pw 
niſhing, ſuppreſſing, reſtraining of all ſach Curſers, Swearers, 
Drunkards, Sabbath-breakes, the lifting up of the happineſs _

To propugecy: preſerve and proſper righceouſneſs 
ccuth and holineſs in cheir Dominions, this is the end of Ma+» 
giſtracy» this is the beauty, che molt orient perfection in the 
Imperial Diadem : 'and upon this foundationir is that the glory 
of Conſtantine, Fnſtinian, and other Chritiian Princes hath been 
raiſedup to ſuch a laiting fabrick, as ſtands (till to this day unde- 
faced in their ſacred Monumencs. When Jeb a perſon and 
Prince of great Authocity gives an accounc of the right admini- 
fraction of his p»wer, Job 2g. herells us, he delivered the poor 
that cryed, the fatherloſs and him that bed no belper , the bleſſing 
of him that was read) to periſh came upon him, and he cauſed the 
widews heart to ſing for jo) ; he was eyes to the blind and feet to the 
lame ; he brake the jaws of the wicked, and pluck'd the pre) out of 
bu teeth, And thus, and by this means his glory was freſhup- 
on him.

non illo tutore proteitas oft / tor to this end hath God raiſed them 
gp, and ſet them as the Sun in their reſpeive Worlds, ro com- 
municate to truth and holineſs, juſtice, and whatſoever hath 
2 Moral or Theological excellency and goodneſs in it;the whole 
emanat1ons of their light and influences.

Ic is no unuſual thing for the tondeli people to 
deal with their Magiſtrates as the Frogs in the Fable with their 
King, when they prove or by prejudicate vulgar opinion cone 
ro be miſtaken, as unprofitable, or deliruQive ro common be- 
nefir.
